It 1s usual upon occasions hke this, to lay 
before the law-making department, a full and 
concise report of the situation of affairs per- 
taining to the government, as well as to 
make such suggestions and recommend such 
measures as 1n the opinion of the executive 
will prove the most advantageous to the body 
politic I purpose so to do, so far as I shall 
have the abılıty and the means withm my 
reach, reserving unto myself the privilege of 
completing any report, as circumstances shall 
dictate or require. 

It 1s probably known to you that Congress 
has passed an Act to establish the Terr- 
tory of Utah, and provided for taking the 
census of Deseret, but as yet, no official an- 
nouncements have been made, consequently 
the government of Deseret will continue in 
all its departments, until such tıme as it shall 
be superceded by an organization contempla- 
ted under the act of congress Whatever 
may be effected under the new organization, 
we have the proud satisfaction, of having sus- 
mined a quiet, yet energetic government, 

uder all the vicissitudes cident to new and 
untned localities, and when the general go- 
vernment shall have assumed to pay the ex- 
penditures consequent upon the Indian ex- 
Pes bemg comparatively free from 
ebt 

Unhke the golden browed neighbors of out 
sister state, no agent of ours is hawking a- 
bout our state bonds, to obtain the necessary 
means to defray the sixteen dollars per diem 
allowance of the members of the legislature 
In this state, no expense has been incurred, 
by any of the departments of government for 
services rendered 

The auditor’s report will show, the amounts 
paid out, being almost exclusively for pub- 
he improvements, or articles purchased for 
public use And here permit me to remark, 
that ın order to make the séttlement of the 
pecuniary matters of the state more direct 
and feasible, I wish to direct your attention to 
the suggestions contamed ın that report, and 
recommend their adoption —m defining the 
duties of all officers in any wise handling the 
public funds In all time to come, itis to be 
hoped that that enhghtened and wise pohcy 
will pervade our legislatures, which not requir- 
ing laws to resiram, will yet keep thei ap- 
propriations and allowances withm proper 
limits The success of all governments de- 
pends upon their haying power and ability to 
perforin their various functions, and there is 
no surer way of crippling their energies and 
binding their exertions, than plunging them 
heedlessly and hopelessly into debt, itis far 
better to assess a tax at once, adequate to all 
the necessary expenditures of government, 
than permit an accumulation of mdebtedness 
to harrass eyery department, and the conse- 
quent necessity of furced and temporary 
loans 

Under the fostering care of the govern- 
ment, the subject of education is fast assum- 
ing anymportance that will reflect great credit 
upon ourexeitions. The boaid of chincellor 
and regents of the University have already 
esixblished schools ın various parts of the 
stale, mostly however, without meurring any 
expense to the inotituuon The enhzhtened 


course pursued by that board, will unques- 
tionably redound to the benefit of the mstitu- 
tion, a3 well as to a general system of educa- 
tion, throughout the state, and must certainly 
meet with your cordial approval, and war- 
mestencouragement The situation selected 
for educational purposes upon the eastern 
side of the city, will probably be enclosed the 
ensuing winter, and suitable bindings eree- 
ted as soon asthe necessary funds can be 
obtained for that purpose 

In extending, and making new settlements, 
one uniform coarse has been recommended, 
that of building and settling in forts in the 
first instance, and farming in one enclosure 
This course has proven highly successful,— 
nevertheless, we have been compelled, in 
order to sustam ourselves and our settle- 
ments, to make two expeditions against the 
native tribes, one agamst the Timpanogos 
last February, of which you were informed; 
the other against a portion of the Shoshones, 
in September last. This last expedition waa 
conducted strictly upon the defensive, and 
every effort made to attain to a peaceful ad- 
justment of all difficulties unfortunately ex- 
isting The Indians having fled, were not 
encountered by our detachment, but recent 
reports seem favorable to a peaceful termin- 
ation 

All thc Indians with whom we have had 
difficulties, are detached or broken off bands 
from the main tribes, with them, our peace- 
ful relations have never been interrupted — 
We have spared no time or expense m en- 
deavoring to conciliate the Indians, and learn 
them to leave off their habits of pilfermg and 
plundering, and work like other people, but 
habits of civihzation seem not to be an ac- 
cordance with their physical formation, many 
that have triedit, pine away, and unless re- 
turning to their former habits of hving, died 
1n a very short ume Could they be mduced 
to live peaceably and keep herds of caitle, 
their condition would very materially be a- 
meliorated, and gradually induce a return to 
the habits of civilization. 

It becomes us to be prepared to repel sud- 
den invastons as they generally come at an 
unexpectcd moment To this end I would 
recommend amore efficient organization of 
the mihtia, and strict requirements of officer's 
reports, and wuform distribution of public 
service, also, that sufficient means be appro- 
pxated to defray the expenses of repaning 
and housing the public arms, ordnance, &c , 
and purchasing supplies of camp equipages, 
baggage, waggons, and teams, 

Unparalleled m the history of the times, 
nota solitary case was reported for trial; be- 
fore the regular sessions of either the county 
or supreme courts, during the pastyear, and 
no offence beyond the control of a justice of 
the peace seems to have been committed — 
This argues favorably in behalf of justice’s 
courts having extended jurtsdietion, and 
probably, 1s partly owing to the requirements 
of the law, making tt the duty af all ofMcers 
to sock to allay and compromise differences, 
instead of promoting htigation 

Itis highly necessary that a court of pro- 
bate should be organized, or elce the daties cf 
prcbate courts and pubhe administrator be

On New Year's diy ths mhabitants of the 
Fourteenth Wod as idled at the New 
School House, which 1> szaated on the nerth 
aide of the centre block, at 10 o'clock, a. w. 
We arrived ata hte mona nt, found the huuse 
well filled, ard elder P P Pratt, busy at 
preaching cn cducrtion, and improvement, 
{as we understand from these words, “The 
fear of the Lord is the beginning of wisdom,”’) 
and expatiating on its diversified forms, wh.ch 
he continued fer a long time, in a most inter- 
esting manner, congratulating his friends on 
the pleasing prospect before them ın the en- 
joyment of their new and commodious house, 
in which they might advance in science and 
cause their children to be tramed up in the 
way they should go, hoping that the same 
proceedings would not be permitted in that 
house 2s were practiced ın some parts of the 
valley For instance some of his young peo- 
ple rode out to the north country, at Christ— 
mass, spent the Sabbath, &c; when they re- 
turned, he inquired how they had spent their 
tyme, been gratified, &c.—and was informed 
they had been toa party, ate and drank, 
fiddled and danced. Did they sing and pray 
at their party? No' Did they ask a blessing 
at the table? No! Dud they pray m the fam- 
uly? No! Did they have a meeting on the 
Sabbath? No! Why? There wasn't folks 
enough together to make a meeting And 
the speaker told his folks he did not wish 
them to attend any more dances among a 
people who had no time to sing, pray, aska 
blessing, or go to meeting. The dedicatory 
prayer was offered by W. Richards, followed 
by appropriate and interesting addresses by 
Judge Phelps, Eider Woodruff, Bishop Mur- 
dock, &c.—and adjourned after singing and 
prayer. Re-assembled about 4 p.m, when 
the exercises commenced with a sermon by 
Elder Wocdruff, which went to prove that 
when any people, suffered themselves to be 
led away by vanity, folly, or recreation, so 
fu as to banish God from their thoughts and 
ways, they BOUGHT THFIn wit TOO PEAR, 
Singing, and prayer by the Bishop—was fol- 
lowed by music and dancing by the company 
during a reasonable time, when singing and 
prayer closed the exercises. The whole was 


conducted with the utmost decorum, ania 
elixistian spirit prevailed throughout.

A judge, on the northwest circuit in Ire- 
land, tried a cause, ın which much of the lo- 
cal consequence ofa gentleman in the neigh- 
borhood wasimplicated It was a landlord’s 
prosecution against one of his tenants, for as- 
sault and battery, committed on the person of 
the prosecutor by the defendant, ın rescumg 
Ins only child, an innocent and beautful 
gul, from personal violation When the de- 
fendant was brought into court, the prosecu- 
tor also appeared, and swore to every fact 
lad down ın the indictment The poor de- 
fendant had no lawyer to tell his story—he, 
however, pleaded his own cause effectually, 
appealng to the yndgment and the heart — 
The jury found lum yor GUILTY 

The judge was enraged, and told the yury 
they must go back and reconsider the mat- 
ter adding, he was astonished at their giving 
such an infamous verdict The jury bowed, 
went back, ma quarter of an hour returned, 
when the foreman, a venerable old man, thus 
addressed the bench ‘My lord, ın compli- 
ance with your desire, we went back to our 
room, but as we there found no reason to ai- 
ter our opimons or our verdict, we return it 
to you, in the same words as before—nor 
Guitty We heard your lordship’s reproof, 
but we do not accept it as properly applying 
tous Individually, and ın our private ca- 
pactes, at 15 true, we are insigmfcant men; 
we claim nothing out of this box, above the 
common regard due to our humble, yet hon- 
est stations, but, my lord, assembled here as 
a jury, we cannot be insensible of the great 
umportance of the office we now sustain — 
We feel glad that we are appomted, as you 
are, by the law and the constitution, not only 
te act impartially between the king and his 
subjects, the offended and the offender, but 
to form the barrier of the people, against the 
possible influence, prejudice, or corruption of 
the bench, to winch we do not wish to offer 
the smallest degree of disrespect, much less 
ofinsull, we pay it the respect which one 
tribunal should pay to another, for the com- 
mon honor of both This jury did not ac- 
cuse the bench of partiuhty or oppression— 
no, we looked upon it as the sanctuary of 
truth and justice, still, my lord, we cannot 
erase from our minds the records of our 
schoolbooks , By them we were taught that 
Kings and judges are but fallible mortals, and 
that the seat of justice has been polluted by a 
Tiessilan, a Scroggs, anda Jeffreys”? The 
judge frowned at these words, but the intiep- 
id yuror thus proceeded —“My lord, Iam 
bat a poor man, yet I ama freeborn subject 
and a member ofthe constitution—nay, Iam 
now higher, for fam one of its representa- 
tives, I therefore claim for myselfand_ fellow 
jurors, liberty of speech.” 


The judge here resumed his complacency 
and the orator continued his address —" We 
have nothing to do, my lord, with your pri- 
vate character in this place, it ıs veiled by 
your official one we know you here only in 
that of a judge, and, as such, we would re- 
spect you—you know nothing of us but as a 
jury; and m that situation, we look to you for 
reciprocal respect, because we know of no 
man, however lugh his titles or his rank, in 
whom the Jaw of the constitution would war- 
rant an unprovoked insult towards that tribu- 
nal, ın which they have vested the dearest. 
pnvileges they possess. We sit here, my 
lord, sworn to give a verdict accordme to our 
consciences, and the best of our judgments, 
on the evidence before us We have, mour 
minds, discharged our duty as honest men 
Ifwe have erred, we are accountable, not to 
your lordship, nor to the king who appointed 
you but to a higher power, the Kixe of 
kings!” = 

The bench was dumb, the bar silent, as- 
tonishment~and applause murmured through 
the crowd, and the poor man was discharged.

As no phycician, philosopher, or elder, has 
ith 2 direct answer to the Ere- 
sang qucot.pn, ve refr cur readers toa 
evotation froia Present Young s sermon, p 
Iso, for proof that “tea and coffee are nar- 
e vie poisons,” and Miis is reason sudcent 
why itis not wisdori to use theri. An oddi 
t nil reason is thet those wh» use tea and 
enfiee, genertly drink them nor Passing 
Ly, forthe present, all the deleterious and 
p ssonous effect of tea and coffee on the hu- 
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man system, we propose, a few suggestions 
ontius part of the word of wisdom, in its 
simplest literal sense, HOT DRINKS are not for 
the body, or belly. 

Pure HoT WATER is the sithplest hot drink’ 
with which we are acquainted ; but even this, 
when drank to the extent which most people 
take of some land of liquid, with their food, 
will relax, weaken, and enervate, all the or- 
gans of the stomach and prevent or hinder 
the digestive powera m their necessary oper 
ations, both in preparing the food to nourish) 
and abacrbing the nourishment from the food 
after it is thus prepared. 

The effect of hot water upon most animal 
substances, is well known; for mstance a 
piece of raw-htde, Ieather, cr meat, when im- 
mersed, cr brought in contact with hot water, 
becomes elastic, and may easily be drawn 
into almost any shape, and yet has no power 
to retan that shape, until itis cooled egam, 
and perhaps dried. 

So with the stomach and all the organs of 
the human system connected with the stom- 
ach, when saturated with hot water; and 
could we then reach them we could draw 
them over a saddle-tree, or make a trace
